REPORT OF THE BOARD OF EDUCATION 
‘OF THE 


TOWN OF ROLLINSFORD 
For the Year Ending February 15th, 1909 


It gives us pleasure to report once more that our 
schools are ina very satisfactory condition and that 
there has been a hearty co-operation of Parent, Teacher 
and Pupil resulting in good advancement all along the 
line. On account of an influx of the pupils in the lower 
Grades we were compelled to secure another teacher 
and again make use of the Engine Room. Those of 
Grade 4 that entered at the beginning of the School 
Year, Sept. 3rd, remaining in the Banquet Hall in 
charge of Miss Murphy, the balance, some twenty or 
more are under Miss Whitehead’s care. In these two 
schools we have upwards of seventy children. The 
success of our schools must necessarily depend in a 
great measure upon our teachers, and as far as possible 
we have secured graduates of our Normal Schools. The 
training there obtained by the teachers better qualifies 
them to carry into effect the modern methods of teach- 
ing.

The amount expended in repairs is somewhat in 
excess of that appropriated. Your committee certainly 
believe that the place where our children are compelled 
to stay six hoursin a day and one hundred and eighty 
days in the year should be made as pleasant and as 
beautiful as our limited means will permit. The room 
occupied by the 8th and gth Grades (Miss Sullivan) 
and that by the 2d and 3d Grades (Miss Philpott) will 
now compare favorably with any two school rooms in 
this part of New Hampshire. The Pear Yard and 
Turnpike School Houses have been repaired and 
painted throughout. Flags and Flag Poles were pur- 
chased for all of the districts. New Language Books 
for all grades and Arithmetics for the lower grades 
have been bought. Insurance of $5000 was placed 
upon the school house at Salmon Falls for aterm of five 
years at a rate of three annual payments.
